Excerpts From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first 10 days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary.

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first 10 days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be $600. If the Bill shall not 
pass second reading, one-half of the fees 
shall be returned. 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 
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(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompamed 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving

(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of model Bills 
may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 

(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 


shall be clearly specified in the notice of | 


application for same. 


107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, 26 ems by 50 
ems, On good paper, in imperial octavo 
form, each page when folded measuring 
1034 inches by 7% inches. There shall 
be a marginal number every fifth line of 
each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters.

5. The persons qualified to vote at the 
first election of Trustees shall be Cana- 
dian citizens who are 19 years old or 
older and are entitled to be registered as 
voters under the Provincial Elections Act 
and are owners of land in the tract of 
land hereinbefore described, and the per- 
sons qualified to be candidates at the 
election shall be the persons qualified as 
aforesaid to vote and their wives and 
husbands. 


6. V. W. Griffiths, RR 1, Mayne Island, 
B.C. VON 2J0, shall be Returning Officer 
for the first election of Trustees. He shall 
call a general meeting of the persons who 
are qualified as aforesaid to vote and 
shall, at least 14 days before the date of 
the meeting, send to each of the said per- 
sons by ordinary first class mail a notice 
signed by him giving the date, time, and 
place of holding the meeting. The Re- 
turning Officer shall be chairman of the 
meeting, and, subject to the provisions of 
clause 5, shall have power to determine 
whether or not any person who desires 
to vote is qualified to do so. He shall 
have power to determine the procedure 
to be followed at the meeting and the 
method of taking the votes. Each quali- 
fied voter shall be entitled to cast one 
vote for each of five candidates. The 
Returning Officer shall declare the result 
of the election and shall notify the Comp- 
troller of Water Rights of the said result. 

7. The candidate elected as Trustee for 
whom the greatest number of votes is cast 
at the general meeting called pursuant 
to clause 6 hereof shall hold office until 
the annual general meeting of 1981, the 
candidates elected for whom the second 
and third greatest number of votes are 
cast shall hold office until the annual 
general meeting of 1980, and the candi-

8. All subsequent elections of Trustees 
shall be held at the annual general meet- 
ings of the improvement district, and it 
shall be the duty of the Trustees to call a 
general meeting to be held between Janu- 
ary | and May | in each year, except 
1979, for the following purposes:

At least 14 days’ notice of every gen- 
eral meeting shall be given by a notice 
sent by ordinary first class mail setting 
out the date, time, and place of holding 
the meeting. 

The secretary shall enter in a book pro- 
vided by the Trustees for this purpose 
minutes of all matters brought before the 
meeting and the action taken thereon. 
At any general meeting every person shall 
be qualified to vote who is a Canadian 
citizen and is 19 years old or older and 
is an owner of land in the improvement 
district, or the authorized agent of any 
board or corporation that is an owner 
of such land, or legal representative of 
any owner of such land who has died, 
become insolvent or insane, and is en- 
titled to be registered as a voter under 
the Provincial Elections Act.

and uses ancillary thereto for members 
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and other persons to whom the Associa- 
tion provides or intends to provide hous- 
ing accommodation: 

(c) Subject to the Co-operative Asso- 
ciations Act, to enter into partnership or 
joint ventures with, to lend money to, to 
guarantee or become surety for the in- 
debtedness or obligations of any corpora- 
tion organized on a co-operative or non- 
profit basis. 

The objects specified in each paragraph 
hereof shall in no way be limited by ref- 
erence to or inference from the terms of 
any other paragraph or the name of the 
Association and the Association shall 
have as ancillary and incidental those 
powers granted by the Co-operative Asso- 
ciations Act as may be amended from 
time to time. ; 

(a) Save as herein provided (i) no 
part of the income of the Association 
shall be payable to or otherwise available 
for the personal benefit of any proprietor, 
member, or shareholder of the Associa- 
tion; (ii) no part of the assets or prop- 
erty of the Association may be paid or 
distributed to the members of the Asso- 
ciation during the existence of the Asso- 
ciation or upon a winding-up or dissolu- 
tion; (iii) no dividend shall be paid by 
the Association in respect of shares: 

(b) The Association may make (i) an 
allocation in proportion to patronage in 
relation to the amount paid for housing 
accommodation provided by the Associa- 
tion so long as such allocation is made 
at the same rate in relation to the amount 
paid for housing accommodation to all 
persons who paid rent to the Association 
in proportion to the amount of rent so 
paid by the persons without regard to 
whether those persons are members of the 
Association or not; and (ii) a distribution 
of surplus by way of an adjustment or 
reduction of rental paid or payable with 
respect to accommodation provided by the 
Association so long as the distribution is 
made to all persons in the same propor- 
tion as rent is paid or payable by those 
persons for the accommodation without 
regard to whether those persons are mem- 
bers of the Association or not: 

(c) Nothing in this section shall pro- 
hibit the Association from paying any 
bona fide indebtedness and interest there- 
on to any proprietor, member, or share- 
holder:

A By-law to Acquire Lands by Expropria- 
tion for the Purpose of Constructing 
a Sanitary Sewer 


WHEREAS the Municipal Council of 
The Corporation of the District of Surrey 
has found it necessary to acquire the 
within-described property for the purpose 
of constructing a sanitary sewer: 

And whereas, pursuant to section 513 
of the Municipal Act of the Province of 
British Columbia, the Municipal Council 
may by by-law establish a highway or any 
portion of a highway: 

And whereas, pursuant to section 513 
(3) of the Municipal Act of the Province 
of British Columbia, the Municipal Coun- 
cil may acquire property by expropriation 
and have free entry thereon: 

Now, therefore, the Municipal Council 
of The Corporation of the District of 
Surrey, in open meeting assembled, enacts 
as follows:
